Several Members of Harvard’s Fac-
ulty Agree With W, Lloyd.

THE COLLEGE BOCIETY BRANDING

Denounced ass Barbarity That Might and
Should Be Stopped.

STUDENTS ALLOWED TO00 MUCH MONEY

CamBrIDGE, MASS., Dee. 27.—Harvard
collegians, both grgdustes and undergradu-
ates, are greatly agitated gver the exposures
of the D. K. E. Club's initiation cere-
monies, and there is more talk about the
matter than was heard o year ago when the
police mades 2o many liquor seizures in the
rooms of the swell Harvard clubs, There

'is, of course, a great difference of opinion as

to the serious nature of the charges brought
to the attention of the President and faculty
by Mr. William Lloyd Garrison.

However indifferently President Eliot
may rezard Mr, Garrison’s prolest against
the branding initiation into the D. K. E.
Society, and sgainst the bar which is main-
tained at other of the college clubs, several
of the faculty are outspoken in support of
Mr. Garrison’s grievance. They said they
did not ear# to have vheir names mentioned,
but in case of need they are perfectly will-
ing to stand back of their words.

The fingular Attempts at Def;

“Why," said one, “look at the attempts of
defense of the ‘Dickey’ made by some of its
members. Mr. Bangs thinks that if students
have such convivial meetings in Cambridge,

vy can enjoy themselves and then go
guietly to bed. But if they are forced to go
to town to get anything to drink,
all  sorts of pitfalls await them
Think of a man assuming that a
college student must get drunk anvwar.
Mr. Bangs shounld be ashamed of himselfl
Even my fellow inscruetor, Mr. Wendell,
has made a blunder in rnsr!:im: his ‘Dickey’
sympathies into print. In what purports
to be a defense=of the club, he acknowledges
that the recklessness and jollity of the
D. K. E have sometimes taken a form that
might justly lead an enthusiastie or priori
rensoner to believe the soctety radieally and
rmanently demoralizing to its members.
branding -of ‘Dickey’ men might, I
fully berieve, be done awayv with, it the
President and faculty should take an open
stand against it. 1 think a good deal could
be done toward stopping the club bar.”
Students With Too Much Money.

Another professor, though admitting the
evils which g!r. Garrison protests against,
believed that the only cure lay in rich
parents limiting their sons’ allowance
more than they now do.

“I mean,” said he, *limit them zo much
that they can’t join so many elubs A
good many of our rich students spend from
£1,500 to §2,500 a year, and some even more.
Mr. Palmer was rigcht when he said that if
a Harvard student lives with full regard to
all that is required he may do s0 on no more
than $800. e sdmiited, very properly,
that £1,000 was not excessive for the right
kind of bor, and that, if he would be snre
that all he laid out would be laid out wiselr,
£200 more might be added for the purpose
of bocks aud other appliances of culture.
But, as he said further, I shonld be sure
that every dollar I gave over $1.200 would
be a dollar of danger.”

Mr. Garrison’s Right to Protest.

Mr. Garrizon was heartily supported by
one member of the faculty, who said: *“3r.
Garrison cannot be called a priori reasoner.
He had a son in fhe class of "88, who was,
for misconduct, suspended from the college,
and now he has another son, who has been
having blood poisoning as an effect of the
‘Dickey” brand. Hasn't he good reason to
express a protest?”’

As to the general elub initiation at Har-
vard, the fellows who are “‘running” for
this or that club are made to do all sorts of
nonsensical things, such as making ealls on
some Chinamen, riding on a car to Boston
with their coats turned inside out, and eall-
ing the names of the stredfs to passengers.
The final night of the initiation is the hard-
est, and it generally means a good drunk,
among other things that are never told.

HELD UP BY MASKED MEN.

FOUER BURGLARS TIE A WATCHMAN
AND S0B A SArE,

Bold Eafe-Cracking at a West Manayunk
Paper Mill—Four Thonsand Dollars'
Worth of Commercial Paper Secured—
Only a Littla Ready Cash Obtained.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 37.—[Special ]—
Four masked burglars committed a bold
robbery this mornipg, in the office of the
Ashland Paper Mills, West Manayunk,
blowing open the safe aud carrying off ils
contents, after Watchman George Day had
been sericusly asssulted, bound and gacged.
The building where the robbery ocenrred is
the private offiee of 8. A. Rudolph, pro-
prietor, one of the most conspicuous points
in the loeality.,

A few minutes before th& robbery the
watchman left the office with the door open
and went to a coal bin, a few vards distant,
for'a hod of conl. While there four magked
men entered the office, two of them secret-
ing themselves behind the safeand the others
beltind the door. When Dav entered he
was foreibly seized from behind, and in a
gruff and " insolent tonv, commanded to re-
main sranding. An attempt was made to
throw a rope about his neck, but the watch-
mun made a quick move and it fell to the
floor. He was struck s powerful blow on
the head and fell bleeding to the floor. He
was rendered insensible, ana when he re-
gained consciousness he was bound hand
and foot 1o a chair, and the burglars were
operating on the safe. p

Two of the gang did the boring and drill-
ing of the safe from the top. A third rifled
the drawers on the second floor and the
fourth stood with a loaded pistol pointed at
Watchman Day’s +head. He was ordered
not to open his mouth on penalty of his life.
After the hole had been drilled in the safe
with & rotary ratchet, giant powder was
dropped in and o fuse inserted.

The thoughts of death preyed -so upon
Day that he fainted, and when he recovered
he been removed to a corner, and the
fuse, which was connected with the powder,
was buraing siowly. In a few secondsn
terrible erash ensued. The outer doors of
the safe were blown from their hingesto
the opposite side of the room, while one of
the inner doors struck a evlinder stove snd
broke it in two.

TYRONE ALL TORN UP

Over a Coming Meeting of Creditors
of the Broken Bank.

THE SYSTEM THAT WRECKED IT

Furnishes s Topic For Disclosures That
Are Eensational.

WILDCAT DANKING IN PENNSYLVANTA

IEPECIAL TELEGHRAM TO THE DISPATOM.1
TYRONE, Dee. 21.—Aflairs with the stock-

holders of the wrecked Tyrone Bank are
coning to a head, and suits are being en-
tered against the officers of the defunet in-
stitution deily. To-day s notice, posted on
the doors of the institntion, reads as fol-
lows: “A meeting of the creditors of the
defenet Tyrone Bank will be held in the
Naus Opere House Monday, December 28,
at 2 o’clock in the afternoon, to takein the
situation. Let there be a rally of evervone
interested, as matters of the first import-
gnoz will come up ior consfderation.” At-
tached to the notiee were the signatures of
a eommittee consisting of 16 husiness men
and firms, gll leading depositors.

The Stockholilers Want to Know.

At the meeting to-morrow afterncon the
depositors propose to inquire elosely into
the disposition of the Tyrone Gas and
Water stock, which was supposed to bé in
the benk at the time of the closing, but was
not accounted for in the statement issued,
This stoek was worth fully £100,000. Then
the matter of the transfers of properties by
Messre, Hooper and Guyer, stockholders,
will receive attention, and it is plainly
stated fhat there will bo objections filed to
this way of disposing of the assats of the
bankers. Tt is reported to-night that At-
torney A. A. Stevens has beer named as
assignee of the bank, and strong objections
will be made to this chnice, owing to the
close relations he bears with the prineipal
stockholders,

Another important matter that will come
up for considergtion at the meeting to-mor-
row is - the report that Guver econveved his
residence in this eity to his brother-in-law
in Baltimore in a deed dated about one year

o: also that the brothor-in-law conveyed
the property buck to his sister, Mrs, Guyer,
recently.

Stockholder A. B, Hoover, of the sus-
pended bank, has recovered all his property
and has turned it over as personal adsets
for the benefit of the depositors, who are
greatly encournged and «tiil hope to reesive
their deposits in full. No donbt the real
sitnation will be developed at the meeting
af the depositors to be held Monday after-
noon.

The Stats's Wildeat Banks,

A Harrishurg ial to the New York
Sun, says:  The failure of the Tyrone Bank,
one of the 200 or more private banking in-
stitutions doing business in Pennsylvania
uncurbed by any law, is the fourth concern
of the kind that las pone under within
the past four months. Tt is the
natural result’ of the irresponsible
wildeat banking svstem of the State
which the Tegislature has persistently
refnsed to place under lepz] restraint. It
is os easy to start a bank in Pennsylvania
as it is to start a ry. All that it is
neeessary to do is to hire a room and put up
a sign that there is a bank within, and there
vou are. The only law relating to these
banks is one requiring them to make un
annual report to the Audivor-General and
pay to the Siate g tax of 3 per cent on their
nethonrniugu, whith must be declared under
oath.

Many of the banks are located in small
towns, remote from any national or reg-
ulurly ineorporated State banks, and are the
sole depositories of the savings of the com-
munities by which they are supported. To
establish them no anihiority from the State
is required, They have no capital stock,
and are wmeot required. to. register, make
returns to the Siste of the amount
of capital invested, or - furnish state-
ments to any person of their assels
and liabilities. There are no means of
knowing the amount of money these banks
hold on denosit in the aggregate, but 11 of
them that failed in the conrse of a few years
Fa.st lost for their depositors §1,500,000, and
rom that it may be inferred that the total
amount of credulous persons” money held
by the lot is very larze—certainly not less
than 310,000,000 at & very conservative esti-
mate.

No Law to Reach Them,

The only department that has any sur-
veillance over the wildeat banks is the
Auditor Generai’s, and, in the absence of
any restrictive law, that is onlyl:assive.
The only Auditor General who &ver brought
to the attention of the Legislature the dan-
gerous privileges of the system under which
these institutions exist, and urged the im-
portance of immediate action in the interest
of =ound financinl principles, was Jerome
B. Niles. who, in fact, began his efforts in
that direction while a member of the
State Senale, and before he became the
head of the Auditing Departinent., His
lnst sunual report exposed the sbsurdity,
danger, and iniquity of the system by quot-
ing oly from the reports of the private
bankers made to him. Beside being re-
quired to report. their carnings, the banks
must also report their expenses. Auditor
General Niles' quotations from the reports
showed that a regular and very comprehen-
sive item in all these reports of expenses was
“loss in exchunge,” and that either nearly
one-half of the enterprising bankers per-
jured themselves to save tax on their net
earnings or thut these institutions were in a
condition” of bankruptcy. While no
detailed statements of this kind have been
placed before the Legislature in such perti-
nent and convineing shape by either of
the Auditor Generals who have handled
the subject since General Niles, there is no
reason to suppose that the situation isin
auy way chunged. In that report 20 of the
banks were quoted as refurning a net loss
for the ficcal vear; 44 made affidavit that
their income was less than 2500, and 25
swore that they had made less than £1,000.

What the Retuvns Show,

By the returns they made of interest paid
all showed that they must have had many
thousands or dollars of other people’s
money in their costody. One of these
banks reported that it bad paid nearly §2 -
000 in interest for the year, but that the net
profits on its business was only #1035 87,
making its State tax £3 15. A Tioge county
bauker swore gravely that his gross earnings
and expenscs tallied toa cent, each being
$2,220 15. A York county bank made the
businesslike statemeunt that, while its gross
income was only $26,000, it lost dur-
ing the year $11,500 by exchange
and discounting notes, nearly as much as it
paid out in futerest ond t. By the
sworn statement of a Columbia county bank
the interest paid on deposits during the
year lacked only a few dollars of the amount
reporied on the gross earnings.  Another of
the conseientious private bankers reported
exceptionally good fortunme with its ex-
